Geelong also believes the 
last 32 teams in the Cup 
should go into the hat, which 
could result in top teams play- 
ing each other earlier, and 
lower league teams getting 
the chance to advance further 
by playing each other. 


Writing in Geelong’s weekly 
newsletter, its aditor says: 

Two items the Victorian 
Soccer Federation can think 
of in the future is the draw of 
the last 32 teams and the 
grounds on which games are 
played. 


The. last 16 sides of the 
preliminary rounds meet the 
12 from the State League and 
top four First Division sides. 

This is fair enough as the 
top sides should derive some 
benefits from the position 
they are In but why Is it that 
the 16.top sides each are 
drawn against teams from the 
preliminary rounds instead of 
the 32 going into a hat and 
two top sides possibly playing 
and therefore the lower sides 
playing? 


This gives all 32 teams a 
chance of a good run while at 
present the odds are well 
stacked in the top dogs’ favor. 

The other item is the choice 
of grounds, which sees the 
top sides having games 
played at their home grounds, 
such as Green Gully Ajax who 
met Sandringham City. 


Some lower division sides 
have equal, If not better 
facilities and should be given. 
a chance if their facilities are 
up to scratch. 

The Victorian Soccer 
Federation lost some valuable 
publicity in the Geelong area 
by not playing there. 

Why could the game not 
have been played at Beil 
Parks ground at Batesford? 

The Geelong v Ringwood 
game and the Springvale v 
George Cross game could 
have been played with chang- 
ing facilities adequate, 
ground condition suitable and 
an enclosed ground, with the 
chance of charging admis- 
sion. 

The games with a local side 
playing could have been a 
great advert for soccer In the 
area and would have spread 
the soccer gospel which is 
lacking outside the Metro 
area.

| have always made it a strict policy, In my two years with St. 
George and 15 months with Canberra City, to never criticise 
referees publicly. 


There is no way in the world | would be a referee and needless 
to say | don't envy thelr job. 


But ! witnessed what | consider two of the worst displays of 
refereeing in my 20 years of First Division experience recently. 


In the match between Canberra City and Brisbane Lions | 
believe Queensland referee Jack Woods was blatantly wrong In 
four crucial decisions: two disallowed penalties for Clty, an off- 
side goal for Lions and the most remarkable penalty for Lions, 
which Jim Hermiston admitted after the game was the most 
diabolical penalty he had ever seen awarded. 


On the Sunday after the Lions game | saw the clash of PSL 
“glants” Marconi and Hakoah ccoroyed by a poor refereeing 
display from Barry Wilkinson: two players sent off, Hakoah’s 
Thompson for allegedly swearing and Ivo Prekalo for profes- 
slonally handilng the ball. 

in both Instances the offences were the most minor “fouls” of 
the match in which Australla’s two best footballing teams kicked 
one another to pieces. 

While Wood and Wilkinson were refereaing these games 
Australia's top referee, a man who won world-wide acclaim for 
his handling of the West Germany-Uruguay match In the 1974 
World Cup finals, Tony Boskovic, was reportedly running the 
line in a Second Division NSW Federation match. 

If the PSL Is serious in its attempts to improve the game the 
Standard of refereeing must be Its first pron. 

The best referee available must handle all PSL matches, 
neutral referees should officiate at all games and guest 
referees should be brought to Australia each season to handle 
games and to hold seminars for referees, coaches and players.

There can be no great 
teams without great players. 
The Polish individuals were 
excellent, so the team was 
also excellent. 

Today, the world is un- 
derestimating France the way 
It underestimated Poland. 

In Platini, Bathenay, 
Lacombe, Rouyer, 
Rocheteau, Rio, Janvion and 
perhaps a few others, France 
has players at least as good 
as the Poles of ’74. 

In friendly internationals, 
France showed its class in 
beating West Germany 1-0 
last year, Brazil 1-0 just a few 
weeks ago, drawing 0-0 with 
Argentina and 2-2 with Brazil 
(after being 0-2 down) on its 
South American tour and 
drawing 2-2 with Italy. 

Let's not forget that 
Brazilian officials described 
France as one of the finest 
European teams the present 
Brazil side has Played 
against. 

Most teams have a par- 
ticular “hoodoo” opponent. In 
France's case, it is Yugoslavia 
which, luckily, is not among 
the final 16, meaning France 
can meet any of the finalists 
on equal terms. 

And if France gets past the 
first round, it will be In a par- 
ticularly privileged position, 
as France is West Germany's 
hoodoo team. If the two 
countries meet in Argentina, 
the Germans will undoubtedly 
feel at least a littie intimidated 
by the knowledge that on 
French soil at least, they have 
been unable to win for 43 
years. 

Now let's have a look at 
some of the French players 
who will capture the limelight 
in Argentina. 

First and foremost there's 
Michel Platini of Nancy. The 
great coach Melenio Herrera 
sald recently Platini was 
ideally suited for the same 
forward role as Pele, Mazzola 
or Cruyff. “In a word,” said 
Herrera, “he’s super-class". 

Platini, 22, is widely ac- 
claimed as the beet French 
footballer since Raymond 
Kopa. 

Born on June 21, 1955, in 
the smal! town of Joeuf, 
Platini received all his early 
coaching from his father, 
Aldo, who joined Nancy 
together with his son, as 
coach of the club's third team. 

Micheli Platin| made his way 
into Nancy's first team in May, 
1973 and four months later 
made his first appearance in 
the blue shirt of France, In a 
youth international against 
Rumania. 

Unfortunately, Platini had 
to continue his career in the 
French second division after 
Nancy was relegated, but the 
lower standard of soccer gave 

him time to find his feet and

he managed to score 17 of the 
73 goals that fifted Nancy 
back into top company. 

Meanwhile, Platini con- 
tinued his international 
career, playing nine times for 
the youth team, four times for 
the under 21s and six times 
for the Olympic team which 
played in Montreal in 1976, 

In the 1975-76 season, he 
scored 22 goals in 31 games 
for Nancy and before the 
season was over he made his 
debut in the full French 
national team In a friendly 
against Czechoslovakia. 

Platini scored a goal with a 
curling free kick to help 
France draw 2-2 with the 
Czechs and his general per- 
formance was excellent. With 
Dominique Rocheteau of St. 
Etienne also bursting into the 
limelight, the future was 
beginning to look bright for 
France, 

Platini had a temporary set- 
back when he was forced to 
have a cartilage operation but 
continued his spectacular 
progress In the Montreal Olym- 
pics, along with other 
present-day international 
stars Bruno Baronchalll, Loic 
Amisse and Olivier Rouyer. 

France reached the 
quarter-finals of the Olympics 
before going down 0-4 to the 
eventual winner, East Ger- 
many. 

Platini was questioned 
recently about his uncanny 
ability with free kicks. 

He traced it back to his 
kick-around sessions as a 
boy. “We would make the 
goals out of stones, but I'd 
always put something colorful 
— like a scarf — in the goal, 
and when | had the chance to 
shoot | would aim for the 
bright color. | think that's 
helpsd me. 

“When. | take a free kick 
now the only thing that con- 
cerns me is the position of the 
goalkeeper and the posts. | 
don’t worry about the defen- 
sive wall at all. | know } 
needn't worry about getting 
the ball around them.” 

Unfortunately, France may 
lose Platin! after the Worid 
Cup. Inter Milan of Italy Is 
sald to have already put down 
about $100,000 for an option 
on him. Valencia of Spain, 
and French clubs Paris St. 
Germain and St. Etienne, 
which had made bids early, 
appear to have missed out. 

Among the internationals at 
French champion club Nantes 
Is centre back Patrice Rio, 
whom national coach Michel 
Hidalgo admires for his 
power, consistency, discipline 
and good nature. Rio, 30, was 
angry when he suddenly lost 
his place to St. Etienne’s 
Christian Lopez last year but

when Lopez could not make 
the tour of South America, Rio 
came back and consolidated 
his position. 

Rio is the son of former in- 
ternational Reger Rio who 
played for France from 1933 
to 1937. 


Dominique Rocheteau of 
St. Etienne is considered the 
best right winger in France 
but the French have an em- 
barrassment of riches on the 
wings — Rouyer, Six, Dalger. 

Rouyer, a very small player, 
scored the winning goal 
against West Germany last 
Year. The 21-year-old who 
teams with Platini at Nancy 
exploded with the French 
amateurs before the Germany 
game, scoring three of 
France's four goals against 
the full Rumanian national 
team. 


Midfielder Dominique 
Bathenay of St. Etienne is in- 
jured at the moment, but the 
French are. optimistic about 
his chances of getting fit in 
time for the World Cup. 


Bathenay was a pupil of 
the great Stefan Kovacs, the 
Rumanian who spent a couple 
of years in charge of the 
French team after doing so 
well with Ajax Amsterdam. 
Bathenay has great stamina 
and a willingness to work. He 
also comes through to fire at 
goal, as he did in scoring 
twice in the European Cup 
against Liverpool a year ago.

Bathenay has played in three 

championship - winning 

teams, gained two Cup Win- 

ners’ medals and appeared in 

a European Cup final when 

St. Etienne lost 0-1 to Bayern 
Munich in 1976. ; 


~~ Max Bossls of Nantes is the 
quiet man of the French 
defence, extremely mature 
and composed for a 22-year- 
old. Left back or stopper, 
capped eight times, he is 
described by national coach 
_ Hidalgo as “serious, con- 
scientious and determined”. 
The tallest player in French 
football, he impresses not 
only for his defensive capacity 
but also with his ball control. 


Another French player of 
note is Jean-Mare Guillou of 
Nice, while a notable forward 
is Marc Berdoll of Marseille, 
who returned recently from 
German Bundesliga club 
Saarbruecken for about 
$90,000. 


Berdoll scored 29 goals for 
Angers in France in the 
1973/74 season, only one less 
than the league's top scorer 
Carlos Bianchi. However, for 
some reason he failed to 
make the grade in Germany.

Nantes is coached by Jean 
Vincent, the former Reims 
outside left who played in the 
French team that took third 
place in the 1958 World Cup.

But French strikers carry a 
heavy burden. Inevitably, 
they're comparea with Just 
Fontaine, who scored 13 
goals in the 1958 finals series. 
Platini also said that France 
would have beaten Bulgaria in 
that first game had it not been 
for the Scottish referee. 
France faltered again dur- 
ing the qualifying series when 
it lost 0-1 to Eire In Dublin. 
That meant that the winner 
of the last game between 
France and Bulgaria in Paris, 
would qualify for the finals. 
France won it well, with 
goals by Rocheteau, Platini 
and Christian Dalger, against 
one by Bulgaria's Pzetkov. 
French Captain Marius 
Tresor was the mainstay of a 
sound defence which made 
only the one error, leading to 
Bulgaria’s goal.
